It is not believed the leaders 
have attained any definite result, and In 
fact the president of one of the national 
organisatlOBs said last night 'that the 
failure of the conference was a foregone 
conclusion. 
*1 should feel very much 
chagrined/* said this gentleman, **lf I 
had any part in the convening of this 
conference.** The committee on resolu­ 
tions and plan of acUon was at woili all 
afternoon and evening, and last night 
Sovereign announced that It had form­ 
ulated-a plan, hut dieollned to give any 
details. 
The. platform, it is expected, 
will be submitted to the convention this 
morning. The fourteen different organi­ 
sations repreMnted in the convention 
make an unwieMly body, and il Is evi­ 
dent that all of them cannot be aatlsAed 
with a blatform formulated by five men 
representing as many branches |iif or­ 
ganised labor. 


■etehasHl'li Plaa Kot l%p«lar. 
Ratchford’s plan of petitioning PresI« 
dent McKinley Co convene congress In 
extra session to enact measures provid­ 
ing for the settlement of the preseiit la­ 
bor difllcultle», or—as he put it—“to de­ 
fine the right» of clUiens, if any,’* did 
not nieetmith the approval he had hoped 
for, and It is not belie%'ed the Idea will 
be Incorporated In the platform. He 
would have congress mussle the Injunc­ 
tion. While present in the conventiun all 
day Del>s did not speak, nor did he put 
in an appearance a t last night’s mai«- 
meeting, where he was widely adver­ 
tised to make an address. He is repre­ 
sented on 
the resolutions committee, 
however, by Berger, and as he has re­ 
mained pretty close to the gentlemen 
composing that committee it is safe to 
say his Social Democracy idea will l)e 
represented.

Impressively, after an outburstof cheer­ 
ing had subsided. **tt will then be time 
to consider more extreme measures. 1 
am in favor if the president refuses to 
call congress together of a complete 
paralyfris of business. I believe then In 
a sympathetic strike.** 


P at O'Xelll. of Rich HUl. Mp.. who 
said he represented 1,509 uhorgarilsed 
"picks,*' favored a labor revolution. He 
wan a socialist, he said, and believed in 
the miners taking things in their own 
hands If necessary. His ilery harangue 
pleased the audience greatly. 


Two OpiMiieiitM ot Itatehroni'i* Plan.'^ 
Sovereign put himself on record as op- 
pcfred to Itatchford’s plan. He believed 
this would be the last convention to be 
held under present conditions, and that 
the crucial test now confronted organ­ 
ised labor. 


Mahon, of Detroit, said a resolutions 
committee was useless. The convention 
should vote on Ratchford's proposition 
and then go home. The power of the 
nation, he said, was in the courts, and 
if anyi)ody was to be convened let It be 
the courts.

Pittsburg Oiierator »ays tlie Strike Will ««

Cleveland. Aug. 3l.--'A prominent cosi 
operator in the Pittsburg diatrlct said 
last night that the miners' strike would 
probably be settled'—temporarily at least 
—within the next forty-eight hours. The 
operators have been quietly negotiating 
with tho miners' officials since the ad­ 
journment of the Pittsburg conference, 
and a settlement is believed to be close at 
band. The operators offered to pay the 
men 64 cents a ton pending arbitrotion.

CANNED GOODS.

Under one heading we may oqnaider 
several groups of food stofli, whiob, 
while different inoompodtion, am alike 
in the form of adulteration whiob is re­ 
sorted to Them gronpe inolode tbe va­ 
rieties of canned vegetables, fm il bol­ 
ters, Jellies, preaerves and a.tcbops. Tlw 
forms of sdolterations common to all 
of these consist in the om of coloring 
matter, of imperfect vegetables or 
(taits, of otber fruits and vegetablea* 
than those called fororof pieservalivea. 
In tbe case of oanned vegetables them ia 
an accidental adnltemtion from the in­ 
gredients of the can, such as lead and 
tin, and which may, as a mle, be at­ 
tributed to a lack of care in canning. 


In ail of the gioops mention^ the 
adolteration practiced is of. the mosl' 
flagrant and extensive kind. Gatebnpa 
are made of skins and cores instead of 
the pure vegetables, then colored with 
a coal tar product and loaded with sail- 
eylic acid to prevent fermentation. 
Fniit bntten are nothing but paringa 
and scrapings of fruit to which ginoose, 
starch and coloring liave been added, 
with salit^lio acid as a preservative. 
Jellies are made from glucose flavored 
with essential oils and colored, to whiob 
aalicylio acid is added. Some frail |el- 
liea marked as pure have never seen n 
trace of fruit Wbat is true of Jelliea ia 
troe of preserves. Pot together reftua 
materia], the cheapest sort of glncose, 
some coloring snd salicyljo acid, and 
you have the composition of some of tha 
oheaper forms of preserves that are to 
be fonnd on tbe sbelvea of some of onr 
grocery stores. Of these ooarser forms 
of adnlterations it will be uuneooMaiy 
to say even a word. They are nnlvaraalp 
ly reoogniied as iwfll to be naad, and 
every honest dealer la of thvoplnion 
tbat the sooner they are driven ool of 
tlie market tbe better it will be for 
teade. —Sanitarian^^__________

The one living at Oow- 
aglao is allowed more freedom than is 
benefleial to her morals. She is p< 
mitted to use tobacco in its various 
forms and regale herself with whiskey.

There are now ttiree men who claim 
to be the legal guardians of the child­ 
ren and claim tbe right to invest the 
money received by the childreii as their 
thares of the recent government dona 
tlon to the Pottawatomie tribe.

BEFORE OCTOBER. 


Cara Will be Running on tha East­ 
man bprlnaa Lins. 


Today the laying of ties and rails be­ 
gan on the grade of the Benton Harbor 
& Eastman Springs street railway. 


The grade of the road within the city 
limits, it is expected, will be completed 
within three days and the laying of the 
ties and rails over that portion of the 
road will complete a mile and one-half 
of the line that will connect Benton 
Harbor with 
the famous 
medical 
springs. 


At least 10 days will be required to 
place the ties and rails in position, and 
this accomplished the road will be 
ready for tne rolling stock which is 
now being negotiated for and which 
will be placed in operation as soon as 
possible after the bed is ceady. 
“You 
may say that cars will be running from 
the down town terminal of the new line 
to Morton Hill before October arrives,” 
was the Information a N e w s reporter 
obtained from an otticial of the road 
yesterday. 
The company does not ex­ 
pect to equip the roau with elaborate 
cars until the line is completed to the 
springs. 
Common horse cars, neces­ 
sarily second handed, will be used this 
fall and winter and by next spring the 
line will have been extended to the 
springs and the power will be changed 
to electricity and bright, glistening, 
new electric motors will take the place 
of the provincial horse cars. 


The best material is being used in 
the construction of the tracks and care 
will be taken to comply with the fran­ 
chise regarding the paving between 
the tracks so that the public will not 
be annoyed by high rails and defective 
planking. 


Regarding the possibility of the road 
passing into the hands of the St. Jos­ 
eph & Benton Harbor street railway 
company an ofticlal of the new corpora­ 
tion said: “Mr. Bean will never own 
the Benton Harbor & Eastman Springs 
line. He could not att'ord to operate it 
under the conditions he would be re­ 
quired to purchane it. We have a 
scheme that President Bean, of the 
present car line, could never become a 
part to, even though he should pur­ 
chase the new line, which he is wise 
enough not to attempt.”

"A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature's caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. As one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
cnallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, In the form'of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome Is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the 
evser Basin. The geyser is 
white, rather dome-shaped 
moun 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and Is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of75 or 100 feet. Iw eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-five 
minutes, being somewUat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twentv-five feet."

left for dead aiHl two have; ni»*j^ri<iu«ily 
disappeared and are either dead or be­ 
ing held captive by the bloodthirsty 
bandits who committed the awful crime. 
Tha killed are: Captain B. F. Taylor, 
of Searcy 
county.* a deputy 
United 
Btatai marthal; Joe Dodson, of Stone 
cotiBty, a deputy marahal. The fatally 
wmiBM are two brothers named Ren- 
fMw. o( Searcy couilty. The names of 
tho BiiaolBg men are not known, but 
tkor aro suMHMed to bo deputy sheriffs 
fra» an adjoining counly. The victims 
woro all oflloers. deputy United States 
marshals and deputy sheriffs, and tho 
BMB who did the awful work of carnage 
aro moonshiners of the boldest and 
most desporato class. The scene of the 
bloody crime was a gulch or ravine In 
the mountains of Pope county, at an 
Isolated spot thlrty*flve miles from Rus-

H ie region has for years been the fa­ 
vorite rendesvous for counterfeiters and 
moonshiners and a district in which no 
law-abiding citlsen could live. Veteran 
moonshiners who were years ago hunted 
and hounded out of Georgia. North 
Carolina. Tennessee and other states, 
have settled in that mountainous coun­ 
try and continued their illicit distilling 
of whisky. 
Counterfeiters 
have 
op­ 
erated 
there and 
criminals of other 
classes have taken refuge in the hills 
of Pope county. For years it has been 
considered the w'orst and most danger­ 
ous section In the state. 
The officers 
for a long time have been trying to 
break up the lawlessness in that vicini­ 
ty and many battles between them and 
the desperadoes have occurred. 


Mffant W«ll. but Vm% HU Life. 
Captain B. F. Taylor, the richest man 
In Searcy county and a man of much 
prominence, determined to aid the oflil- 
cers in puttinK down crime In that sec­ 
tion. 
He secured a commission as a 
deputy United States marshal and led 
the posse in the raid that resulted in 
his death.

One of the first witnesses called 
afttr the state's attorney ha^ mads his 
statement was Louis Luetgert. ths 12- 
year-old. .bright-faced ion of the pris­ 
oner. The boy had already been exam­ 
ined twice as to his knowledge of his 
mother's disappearnce, and in neither 
ca»e did he refer to having heard hiH 
mother about the house after he had 
been sent to bed. Yesterday he recounted 
how he had gone to a circus on the even­ 
ing of his mother's disappearance. He 
returned about 10:30 and

All 
traces of the bandits had diaappt'arerl, 
as well as two of the deputy sheriffs. 
The latter have not since been heard 
from and are believed either to have 
been killed or wounded and taken away 
captives by the moonshiners. 


Pack hurried to Russellville with the 
news, and the coroner, together with a 
slterllT’.s pusse, immediately started for 
the scene. 
No news has been received 
since they departed. 
Pack thinks the 
Renfrew brothers will be dead before 
the party reaches them. 
It was not 
known by whom the crime was commit­ 
ted, but tiie officers believe the gang is 
composed of desperadoes headed by Hor­ 
ace Bruce and John Church, two of .the 
most danegerous characters in that lo­ 
cality.
